election law experts from outside ap­

the experts should be from the cities 
having presidential registration only, 
one from a city having annual regis­ 
tration and the other from a munici­ 
pality without registration.” 
Senator Wickline 
gave It as his 
opinion that the 
legislature would 
early appoint a comm ittee to investi­ 
gate various state departm ents to di­ 
vorce them of positions which can be 
abolished without detrim ent to the ef­ 
ficiency of the state government. 
He 
thinks that there are a number of 
jobs that could be thrown into the 
discard without injury to any one ex­ 
cept those holding them. 
As chairman of the finance commit­ 
tee, Senator Wise, of Stark county, 
will be one of the busiest members of 
that body. 
He has already started in 
to ascertain the needs oi the various 
state departments and state institu­ 
tions for the next two years. 
The 
work of he house and senate finance 
committees will not be less difficult 
this year than In former years be­ 
cause of the fact all the 
financial 
needs of each branch of the state gov­ 
ernm ent are set forth in minute de­ 
tail by State Budget Commissioner 
W. O. «Hegernan, in his report which 
was placed in the legislators’ hands 
last 
Monday 
morning. 
Heffernan 
boiled appropriations to the bone, so 
there will not be much cutting need­ 
ed.
